ALL COUNTIES TO TAKE PART 


Preparatory to the Meeting of the 


American Good Roads Congress in 
Indianapolis Next Week, All Coun­ 
ties in the State Have Been Asked 
to Hold M eetin g s Next Saturday to 
Stimulate Interest in Meeting. 


Indianapolis, Nov. JO.—A geod roads 
meeting w ill be nffid hi every county 
in Indiana next Saturday if the plans 
of the Indiana Good Roads association 
hold. 
Letters have been sent to a 
number of citizens in each county ap­ 
pointing them delegates to the Am eri­ 
can good roads congress iii this city, 
Dec. 6-9, and asking them to interest 
others in organizing a local good roads 
association in their county seat next 
Saturday. 
The suggestion is that a general 
meeting he called to which all citizens 
in the county who are interested in ob­ 
taining better roads for Indiana shall 
be invited ami that short addresses 
shall be made by those present. 
The 
Indiana Good Roads association offi­ 
cers w ill furnish information and data 
if application Is made to the secretary, 
W ill J. Dobyns, in the Board of Trade 
building, Indianapolis. 
At these various county meetings or­ 
ganizations are to be perfected with 
the usual officers, and all delegates 
elected to the American good roads 
congress in Indianapolis w ill receive 
credentials from the state headquar­ 
ters. 
The real purpose of this organ­ 
ization, however, is to help crystallize 
sentiment in the various communities 
in favor of good roads legislation by 
the general assembly.

W ashington, Nov. 30. — Those who 
thou ght that P resident T aft is going 
to tu rn a cold shou lder to Uncle Joe 
Cannon in the coming session of con­ 
gress are to be disappointed. 
The 
president may take the insu rgents into 
the W hite Hou se cou ncils on an equ al 
footing with the regu lars, bu t it is ap­ 
parent that he does not intend to 
slight the latter, inclu ding Speaker 
Cannon. 
The president had the speaker and 
Jam es R. M ann of Illinois, one of Mr. 
Cannon’s lieu tenants in tne hou se, at 
lu ncheon a t the W hite Hou se. 
It is 
u nderstood 
tha t the 
president dis­ 
cu ssed his legislative program with 
them and asked 
for their opinion. 
Speaker Cannon already has said in 
pu blic that he did not believe mu ch 
legislation wou ld be enacted in the 
coming session beyond the regu lar 
su pply bills. 
He u ndou btedly gave the 
president the sam e opinion and tha t is 
the practical advice that Mr. Taft has 
got from m ost of the other experienced 
m em bers of the hou se and the senate. 
It is u nderstood, however, that this 
advice will not deter the president in 
his decision to recom m end a fairly 
long program of legislation in his 
forthcom ing message. 
He will lay be­ 
fore congress recom m endations to en­ 
act abou t all of the legislation in his 
program which failed at the last ses­ 
sion. This will inclu de legislation pro­ 
viding for the leasing of coal, oil, 
phosphate and m ineral lands, ship su b­ 
sidy, a working m an’s com pensation 
act, probably the reorganization of the' 
governm ent of Alaska, anti-inju nction 
legislation, the establishm ent of a bu ­ 
reau of pu blic health, a law providing 
for the inspection of locomotive boil­ 
ers, and legislation establishing an 
A ppalachian forest reserve. 
In the m essage the president will 
renew his recom m endations that the 
Panam a canal be fortified, and will 
m ake other recom m endations looking 
tow ard the governm ent and operation 
of the canal. 
Strong opposition has 
already developed to the fortification 
of the canal, and it is believed that Mr. 
T aft will center the adm inistration’s 
influ ence on this legislation, especially 
that providing for fortifications. 
The 
m essage will also contain recom m en­ 
dations in regard to the enlargem ent 
I of the postal savings bank system . 
£ j Only a sm all appropriation was m ade

£ I in the last session of congress, and

nection with su ch an ordinance there 
shou ld be a city forester whose du ty 
it wou ld be to see that the provisions 
of the ordinance regu lating the plant­ 
ing and trimming of shade trees be 
enforced. Now that the city has em­ 
barked in the park 
business the ne­ 
cessity for su ch an ordinance and 
for su ch an officer to enforce its pro­ 
visions is the more imperative. 
A proper tree 
ordinance 
shou ld 
provide that no person, whether he be 
the owner of the property, a renter, 
a telephone, telegraph or electric line­ 
man, or any one else, may plant or 
trim any shade tree along the streets 
or any pu blic grou nd < r within any 
pu blic park within the corporate lim­ 
its of the city, withou t first obtaining 
the consent of the forester, an officer 
to be selected exclu sively u nder the 
provision of the ordinance, with ref­ 
erence to his qu alifications and tech­ 
nical knowledge of tree cu ltu re and 
kindred su bjects. 
A penalty for v 
lation of the p r vi-i >ns of the ordi­ 
nance shou ld also be a featu re. 
The pu rpose of su ch an ordinance 
shou ld 
be to 
stop 
the 
wholesale 
bu tchery of ou r shade trees which 
has been carried on for some time 
and also to regu late the planting of 
trees in the fu tu re, with reference to 
the selection of species, indiscrimi­ 
nate selection of u ndesirable species

W ashington, Nov . 30.— Eugene Hale, 
the v eteran Republican from Maine, a 
prom inent leader of the senate, who 
is soon to retire from public life, has 
giv en his opinion on the legislativ e 
outlook to the*'com ing session, the 
probable results of the recent Demo­ 
cratic v ictory and the prospects for 
the Republican party. 
It is seldom 
that Senator Hale talks for publica­ 
tion, and w hen he does his statem ents 
alw ays attra ct wide attention. 
The senator predicts that there will 
be no im portant legislation outside of 
the regular supply hills and possibly 
an ocean mail subsidy bill, and also 
tha t there will be no extra session. 
H e foresees a reconciliation betwreen 
the Republican regulars and insur­ 
gents and trouble ahead for the Dem­ 
ocrats. As he reads the future, P resi­ 
de’:1 TaT 
Y. ill grow steadily in the 
confidence of the people and the des­ 
tinies of the country will soon be re­ 
stored to the control of the Republican 
party. 
“W hom the Lord lov eth he chasten- 
eth,” said Senator Hale. “And the de­ 
feat of 1910 will do the party good. 
It 
m ust be accepted. Painful as it all is, 
It m ust subm it to its tem porary re­ 
v erses and defeats and m ust bear up 
as well as it m ay ev en under such cal­ 
am ities as the repulse of Roosev elt 
and the ov erthrow of Bev eridge.” 
Senator H ale’s statem ent can be 
taken as a pretty good indication of 
the sorrow* of some m em bers of the 
senate ov er R oosev elt’s rejection and 
the loss of Bev eridge. 
“Do you expect that an extra ses­ 
sion of the next congress will be called 
in the spring :“ the senator was asked. 
“I certainly do not,” was the em­ 
phatic reply. 
“Mr. Champ Clark of 
the house, who seem s to hav e a lev el 
head, tells the whole story about this 
wThen he says that nobody expects or 
w ants such a session except the board­ 
ing house keepers, the hotel m anagers, 
the tradesm en and the new spapers of 
the D istrict, wrho would be glad to see 
congress 
in 
continuous 
session 
throughout the entire year. W hen the 
tim e comes I look to see all talk of 
this absolutely disappear.” 
“Do you look for a com bination of 
the so-called insurgent force w ith the 
Dem ocratic party, either now or here­ 
after?” Mr. H ale was asked. 
“I certainly do not, but in this I can 
only giv e my own forecast, as I hav e 
not talked w ith any leaders of either 
side on the subject.”
